selection of stamps. The customer mis- 






understood and used the cover for return 
envelope, not affixing any other stamps 
and it came through without postage due. 
The stamp of course had the original 
Honolulu postmark of Oct. 18, 1937, and 
wer this was the New Haven, Conn., 
postmark of May 16, this year. Mr. EIl- 
‘ass writes that this is a mew experience 
to him.

Jacques Minkus of Gimbels Stamp 
Dept. submits photos of the front and 
tack of one of the 12 covers carried on 
the experimental survey flight of the 
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Atlantic Clipper last March-April. Al- 
though such mail carrying was entirely 
unofficial and these covers rate only as 
souvenirs, mention is made of them here. 
They are franked with U. S., Portuguese, 
French, Irish and English stamps and 
are postmarked in each country in addi- 
tion to Azores on eastward and westward 
flight. 





Regarding our recent inquiry about 
Wake Island mail; H. F. Duprey of Bay, 
Calif., says he had one but the 3c stamp 
was cancelled at Hawaii and “the whole 
envelope was covered with directions, 
etc.” 





A Presidential biography from an un- 
usual angle is that of James K. Polk in 
the May New York Masonic Outlook, 
written by Harry M. Konwiser and tell- 
ing of Polk’s Masonic activities. Thomas 
C. O’Donnell, editor of the magazine, 
says they have recently printed similar 
articles on the 5c Monroe, 7c Jackson, 
etc. 





An oddity in postage came in the 
other day on a letter from a Pennsyl- 
vania dealer. 3c postage was paid by a 
lc and 1c Presidential and 4c Postage 
Due Stamp, all three being cancelled by 
a machine cancel. No due was collected 
here. Mr. Farley’s multiplicity of issues 
are even wearing down the vigilant post- 
age due clerks. 





Lee S. Swift of Oneida, N. Y., submits 
what at first glance is a 3c current side- 
wise coil double paper, used. Instead of 
being double paper, there is a second 
stamp, badly cut, underneath the top 
stamp. This was caused by the coil 
being used in a hand stamp affixing 
machine. Occasionally these get gummed 
up and two strips overlap each other 
and when passing over the dampening 
portion of machine the two strips or 
stamps get moistened and stick to each 
other and are placed on the mail in 
this manner. 





In reporting that the new 3c Washing- 
ton Inaugural stamp had straight edges 
on two sides of each pane, some scribes 
attributed this to lack of time in the 
Bureau to perforate the panes all around. 
Truth is this is the customary form for 
flat plate sheets and the writers over- 
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U. S. Notes 


looked the fact that these were printed 
by the flat plate presses and not from 
rotary press plates as has been the case 
with most other recent commems. 





That vertical pair of the 7c McKinley 
No. 639 imperf between brought $155 
at the first High Hat sale of the Mint 
Sheet Brokerage Co. Top bid was $178. 





Noted in a foreign list was an offering 
at $25 of the $5 1895 mint with over- 
print “Universal Union Congress.” Com- 
plete sets of the current issue of 1895, 
both adhesive postage and postal station- 
ery stamps were distributed to the dele- 
gates at a U. P. U. Congress held in 
Washington in 1897. 





A reduction of $15.000.000 in the theo- 
retical use of postage on franked mail is 
expected as a result of a bill signed by 
President Roosevelt on May 8. Attempts 
to curtail this huge volume of mail have 
been tried ever since there was a Post- 
Office Department but the amount has 
steadily increased and abuses have never 
been punished. 





Bisects of early U. S. do not appear 
to attract the auction buyer as the prices 
realized at the recent Ward sale were in 
most cases only a fraction of catalogue. 
A 10c 1847 bisect on cover, cat. $1,000. 
brought $310; a one-third 3c 1851 used 
with three other 3c to make a 10c rate, 
though tied on a neat small cover and 
cataloging $1500, brought $160; 12c 1851 
diagonal half, catalog $700, brought 
$175; another copy though with “Nicara- 
gua ahead of the mails” marking brought 
$425; four fine specimens of the 2c Black 
Jack cataloging between $500 and $600 
each, brought from $35 to $100; and 
a 3c 1869 used as 2c (two-thirds) cata- 
log $800, brought $120. 





Guiseppe Cerrachi, the Italian sculptor 
who while in the United States in the 
1790s made busts of Washington, Ham- 
ilton, Franklin and Jefferson which later 
were used as models for stamp designs, 
was guillotined in France in 1801. The 
artist had joined in a plot which in- 
volved his making a statue of Napoleon

@ England was once troubled by “invis- 
ible stamps,” and consequently used a 
special marking to collect postage due, 
inscribed “stamps not visible.” The trou- 
ble was caused by publishers folding 
their papers so the stamp was on the 
inside and not visible to the postal clerk,

Central Federation Plans 





The Central Federation of Stamp

The or- 
ganization will continue to sponsor In- 
ternational Philatelic Week; sponsor at 
least one exhibition each year; establish 
a centrally located library for benefit 
of all members; try to arrange group 
insurance of collections; continue the 
Stamp Chat radio programs over WHFC 
every Saturday at 3:15 P. M.; establish 
a speakers’ bureau; organize a central- 
ized expertizing service; sponsor a “Jun- 
ior Week”; act as clearing house of in- 
formation on dates of events of member 
clubs; foster “Round Table” discussions; 
facilitate collecting by shut-ins in hos- 
pitals, jails, homes, etc.; and supply an 
advisory committee for relatives of de- 
ceased members to aid in disposing of 
collections. Additional ideas are wel- 
comed, Secretary Parker reports. 





® Annam, one of the native kingdoms 
of Indo-China had its own stamps from 
1888 to 1892 and the next issue was 
not until 1936, the regular issues of 
Indo-China serving in the meantime. 


® German Colonial issues exist with the 
overprint “Specimen” in English rather 
than the German word “Muster” or 
“Probe” due to the Berne headquarters 
of the U.P.U. applying this overprint 
before sending specimens to British 
Colonial postal services. 


®Malta’s first stamps were sold at all 
Police Stations as well as at post offices. 
The Police Stations also held all mail for 
addresses as there was no delivery serv- 
ice; addressees calling at the stations to 
get their mail. 





New Cigaret Stamp July 1 





A new type of revenue stamp will ap- 
pear July 1 in Illinois when the State 
cigaret tax of two cents a package be- 
comes effective. Tobacco jobbers have 
been authorized by the State Tax Com- 
mission to use metering machines to im- 
print tax stamps directly on cigaret 
packages. Similar meters are licensed 
by the Post Office Department for use 
in business correspondence.

An Early Vending Trial 


About 30 years ago automatic stamp 
vending machines were being tried by 
postal services at various points in the 
world. In the Netherlands one such ma- 
chine was tried out in Haarlem. On the 
first day of its operation, would-be stamp 
purchasers were wary of the invention 
and when the first daring customer put 
in his 5 cent piece, nothing happened, 
for no 5 cent stamp came out; neither 
did his coin. 5 cent stamps were com- 
monest used values, being required for 
the interior letter late, so soon another 
adventurous patron approached and put 
in his 5 cent coin. The machine imme- 
diately returned two 5 cent stamps and 
keeeping up this large return was soon 
besieged by bargain hunters anxious to 
insert their 5 cent coins and get 10 cents 
in stamps. By the time a post office 
employee noticed the commotion and 
the lengthening queue in front of the 
machine, the wonderful invention had 
speeded up its activities to the extent 
of giving for each 5 cent piece, not only 
two 5 cent stamps but the coin itself. 
These philathropic endeavors came to a 
sudden end when a postal employee took 
a large empty mail sack and pulled it 
down over the machine.

PHILATELIC WRITING A mild fur- 

or occurred 
some weeks ago when Ralph Kimble 
published among comments on his Index 
to Current Philatelic Periodicals, a clas- 
sification of philatelic writing: 


1—Genuine original research: This is 
extremely rare and of course of the 
greatest possible value, as it adds abso- 
lutely new information to our store of re- 
corded knowledge. Few indeed are the 
authors who have the time and ability to 
follow this line, and few are the subjects 
that present practicable opportunities for 
such work. 

2—Compiling from various other writ- 
ings bits of information on a given sub- 
ject and organizing them into one logical, 
coherent treatise on the subject: This too, 
tho not original work, is of great value, 
and is probably the mostly employed 
method of writing today. In this class 
falls a great percentage of our finest 
works of today. It is no crime to write 
in this manner as long as due acknowl- 
edgment is given to original sources; in

fact, if it were not for such writing most 
of our recorded information would be in- 
accessible due to being scattered thruout 
hundreds of unrelated volumes. 

3—Rehashing a catalog: This type of 
writing is all too common, and consists of 
merely copying catalog listings, putting 
them into pleasant words, adding a few 
illustrations, and claiming to have writ- 
ten a real check list on the subject. I 
have seen dozens of articles of this type, 
and promptly delete them from the In- 
dex, as they are worthless from a refer- 
ence standpoint. 

4—Pseudo-philatelic articles on the 
“Story behind the stamp”: This class of 
writing has a certain vogue, and is harm- 
less and, perhaps, rather entertaining, 
but it presents nothing of reference value. 
Nine times out of ten it is merely copied 


60| from some standard encyclopedia, with a 


few phrases changed to give it an original 
touch. Philately, or anything whatever 
about stamps, is notably absent from 
these stories. They have nothing to do 
with stamps, they are merely stories of 
pictures. Only occasionally are such 
articles so closely tied in with the stamps 
that they become of real value to the 
stamp collector. 


Philatelic editors will agree fairly well 
with his divisions and conclusions. We 
encounter many an aarticle of type 4 
which with a little work could have be- 
come a type 2 article, but the author has 
ignored the stamp and its history en- 
tirely. 

Many an article merely mentions the 
stamp and then wades into a description 
of the scene depicted. While this some- 
times gives an idea why that scene was 
chosen, just as often it doesn’t add a bit 
of information. A good instance of these 
stories to which there is little philatelic 
point in the telling thereof, is the one 
about Gregory Dosza on the 1919 Hun- 
garian stamp. While the terrible punish- 
ment of this revolutionist was unique, 
it adds nothing to philatelic knowledge. 
An article, from our viewpoint, about 
this issue would tell of this grim story, 
but it would be on an equal basis with 
such elemental facts as who issued the 
stamps and why, their period of currency, 
etc. A story of the 3c Army stamp which 
simply mentions it was issued in 1937 
and then goes on to give biographies of 
the three generals is not a philatelic 
article, for the same article would equally 
well fit some Army journal or historical 
publication, as the readers of those would 
not be impeded by philatelic material in 
it. However such an article, telling the 
biographies in brief and also the origin 
of the stamp, its design, place and date 
of issue, period of currency, plates used, 
size of plates, plate markings, plate va- 
rieties, and other things connected di- 
rectly with the stamp—and not the men 
depicted—would make the aarticle dis- 
tinctly philatelic, because those are phi- 
latelic facts and Sherman’s siege of At- 
lanta is not. 

In our own collection of Oddities we 
have omitted those stamps where the 
oddity would concern only the thing de- 
picted. The fact that Hungarian stamps 
show a crown topped with a bent cross 
because the crown was damaged during 
hiding, has no philatelic importance, and 
certainly is not a Philatelic Oddity. But

AUSTRALIA 


Although a special 5/- stamp was 
to have been issued for the trans Indian 
Ocean flight by the Guba, this has now 
been abandoned, and no air mail will be 
carried. Thus an official announcement 
regarding the 5/- stamp has been flatly 
contradicted now. For you to understand 
this, I must explain that during the pe- 
riod the two announcements contradic- 
tory to each other were made, a new 
Commonwealth Government took office. 
This was caused by the death of the 
former Prime Minister (Mr. J. Lyons) 
and evidently the new members of the 
Cabinet who had to consider this were 
opposed to the former decision. 





One of them expressed the opinion 
(quite rightly perhaps) that Australia 
should not resort to methods of small 
bankrupt republics in asking philatelists 
to contribute to any undertaking. Fur- 
thermore, the British Government de- 
cided also to bear half of the cost of the 
flight, and this probably clinched the 
decision not to carry any mails which 
would have been entirely philatelic. 
Thus a lot of excitement and guessing 
as to the investing possibilities of the 
new stamp came to nothing. 





The next probability as a new issue 
is the set which is likely to appear in 
honor of the Duke of Kent and his wife, 
when they arrive here to take up the 
duties of Governor General. 





GILBERT & ELLICE ISLANDS 


I had recently the pleasure of enter- 
taining a visitor from Ocean Island, and 
was able to get at first hand a few in- 
teresting details from this tiny British 
Colony. 

It appears that no tourists can stay at 
Ocean Island (the “capital” of Gilbert & 
Ellice) for no accommodation is pro- 
vided there and the employees of the 
British Phosphate Co. (who constitute 
almost the entire white population) are 
not allowed to take in tourists. 

The life on the islands, which enjoy 
a subtropical climate, seems to be very 
pleasant. The white population on Ocean 
Island is provided with electric light, 
refrigeration and other modern conven- 
iences and while their only link with the 
outside world is the wireless, all the 
pleasurable pastimes and sports are en- 
joyed to the full by the small commu- 
nity. No doubt their isolation has drawn 
the white people closer to each other 
and the goodwill there is doubtless more 
in evidence than among larger commu- 
nities. 

Of course this does not apply to the 
more outlying stations and islands where 
a single white family has to lead a lone- 
ly life among a friendly, but neverthe- 
less still primitive people.

logues are rather misleading. Especially 
is this the case with the Christchurch & 
Dunedin Exhibition sets of 1905 and 1995 
respectively. The stamps of the two 
mentioned sets have been demonitiseg 
and consequently cannot be used for the 
prepayment of postage now and any 
mint stocks now in existence cannot 
therefore obtain cancellations and there 
is no doubt whatsoever that the quanti. 
ties of the mint stamps far exceed the 
used supplies. Yet the prices in the 
catalogues are identical for mint ang 
used stamps. Is it possible that the pub. 
lishers of these catalogues are in a posi. 
tion to turn mint into used even now? 
(The reason for equal quotations is that 
mint stamps are more popular than can. 
celled.—Ed.) 

This applies not only to the two com. 
memorative sets mentioned in this in. 
stance but to many other stamps which 
have already been demonetized.

Stamp Design Copyrighted 





When the French Colonial Ministry 
issued in 1910 the stamp of the design 
illustrated for Gabon, it let itself in for 
considerable trouble. A French traveler 
turned up a short time later to demand 
an indemnity on the grounds that the 
picture of the native warrior was one 
this man had taken and which he had 
sold so far as post card reproduction 
rights, to a firm in Nancy, France. 
French laws protect photographs much 
as any work of art and the gentleman 
was at last reports late in 1910 threaten- 
ing legal action to collect. The designer 
of the stamp disclaimed any knowledge 
of source of the original picture, shifting 
authority for choosing the design to the 
heads of the ministry.

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Before I go into news of New York, 
I would like to tell you a little of the 
grand time we New York philatelists 
had at Cooperstown, N. Y. on the occa- 
sion of the first day sale of the New 
Baseball stamp. The Post Office officials 
in Cooperstown were very co-operative 
and performed many special services to 
enable dealers who were serving large 
quantities of first day covers with a 
minimum of delay. They succeeded so 
well, that the dealers, who had resigned 
themselves to spending the entire day in 
the post office, were able to leave in 
plenty of time to attend the dedication 
of the Baseball Museum at which Post- 
master General James A. Farley, “Babe”’ 
Ruth, and many other notable person- 
ages spoke. A parade followed the dedi- 
cation with all the famous visitors in- 
cluding most of the major league ball 
players and the local organizations. The 
line of march was from the Museum to 
Doubleday Field where the famous ball 
players present chose up sides and played 
an impromptu game of ball. The best 
Mr. Ruth could get was a pop fly, but 
he was cheered as loudly as when he hit 
homers into the left field stand at the 
Yankee Stadium. This correspondent is 
proud to announce that he now pos- 
sesses a first day cover autographed by 
the honorable Mr. Farley. This was se- 
cured, at some risk of life and limb, by 
chasing the postmaster general up the 
main street at Cooperstown. We left 
immediately after the baseball game and 
so we missed the Clam Bake that night 
but we were assured later that it was 
the grandest Clam Bake ever. 





Now for news of New York. While 
first day cover collectors were all ex- 
cited about the baseball commemoratives 
the Vatican City Coronation first day 
covers arrived. The usual effect of hav- 
ing more than one cover in a week has 
been to kill sales of both but dealers 
here were surprised to find that their 
customers wanted both covers and want- 
ed them in large quantities for their 
many stamp collecting friends. This 
necessitated a considerable amount of 
scrambling for supplies as those dealers

who had misjudged the probable demand 
and were consequently caught short, 
tried to get them from their more for- 
tunate competitors. At the same time 
the Vatican City Coronation stamps ar- 
rived and initial supplies were gobbled 
up. We are now anxiously awaiting 
further supplies. 





Those long awaited Chinese Constitu- 
tion stamps which were scheduled to ap- 
pear on April 15, may make their ap- 
pearance by July 15th. The office of 
the Chinese Consul here in New York 
has been unable to give any reason for 
the delay and has been telling interested 
philatelists that the stamps were ex- 
pected daily. We have learned that the 
stamps are being printed by the Ameri- 
can Bank Note Co. and that the printing 
job is just about finished. Now there 
will be a further delay of getting the 
stamps over to China and then back 
here. 





Philatelists visiting the New York 
World’s Fair were delighted to see, in 
the Transportation Building, a _ large 
sign stating that Pres. Roosevelt’s stamp 
collection was on display at the United 
States Building. But alas, the collection 
was not on display, had never been on 
display, and there was no intention of 
displaying it. No one knows who is re- 
sponsible for the erection of the sign 
and several ardent Democrats stated 
that it was all part of a Republican 
plot to discredit the present administra- 
tion. The collectors were consoled how- 
ever, by the unexpected appearance of 
the Philatelic Truck which made an 
unscheduled visit to the Fair. 





We have just learned that a small 
quantity of the Spain Constitution 
Stamp was “discovered” imperforate. 
They were printed in large sheets of 50 
stamps to sheet. There had been re- 
ported that a stamp of the same design 
surcharged “Air Mail” was also found 
imperforate. The “discovery” of this 
latest error seems to be well timed to 
catch the interest of collectors in United 
States Constitutions and induce them to 
spend even more money completing their 
sets. We hear that the firms which 
acquired these stamps are going to use 
the idea of completing the Constitution 
sets as advertising slcgans.

and during the period of manufacture it 
was intended to assasinate Bonaparte; 
but the plot was discovered. 





A Texan was reported by the Asso- 
ciated Press to be $4500 richer as the 
result of the discovery two 5c 1882 de- 
sign (Garfield) he had in mint condition 
were the very rare Special Printing 
(Scott’s 205C) which is known only in 
unused condition and catalogued at 
$1500. The stamps had been given 47 
years ago in payment for spading a 
garden. 





Current realizations at auction for per- 
foration errors of U. S. stamps should 
not prove pleasant reading to those who 
have paid prices recently asked for some 
of this material. At the Philip H. Ward 
sale at Philadelphia there were such 
sales (despite an attendance of princi- 
pal dealers in U. S.) as $25 for a block 
of 3c Wisconsin imperf horizontally. 
Very few reached more than a third cat- 
alog value. While most American col- 
lectors collect either U. S. entirely or 
along with one or several other countries, 
only a handful are buyers of errors or 
items cataloging in the hundreds of 
dollars. 





Air mail does save time! Bill Savage, 
Columbus optician, tells of receiving a 
small package by airmail from Glendale, 
Calif., repairing the spectacles enclosed 
and sending them back airmail; the 
entire round trip taking less than 33 
hours. 





The 30c Trans-Atlantic airmail is not 
a commemorative but a permanent addi- 
tion to the current series of airmails. 





The reason the lc and 2c 1908 design 
were replaced in 1912, with new stamps 
with value expressed in figures instead 
of words was in order for U. S. stamps 
to conform with regulations adopted by 
the Universal Postal Union that the 
denomination be expressed in figures.

Nine plates were used to print the 3c 
Washington Inaugural—so far: Nos. 
22365-22373. No. 22370 has no “F” on 
either of the top plate numbers. 





The Boston dealer, F. Trifet, in :1876, 
was paid by the Post Office Dept. for 
work in arranging its collection with a 
great lot of old stamps. A sheet of 3c 
1867, grilled all over, found no buyers 
among his customers, so he used them 
for postage. This is now catalogued at 
$200 unused and $37.50 used, the differ- 
ence in price between the two undoubt- 
edly due to Trifet’s manner of disposing 
of his sheet. 





R. W. Price of Oblong, IIl., writes 
that he has a block of the Swedish-Fin- 
nish stamp with “an extra line starting 
above the ‘d’ in ‘landing’ and extending 
through the ‘c’ of ‘cents’, fading out on 
the margin and reappearing in the stamp 
below.” Has anyone a duplicate of this 
item which would indicate it to be a 
plate variety? 





The reason why definite data is lack- 
ing on U. S. postage stamps of the issues 
of 1851-60 inclusive, as well as the 
Civil War revenues, is that the building 
occupied by Toppan, Carpenter, Casilear 
& Co., (and their successors) printers of 
those issues, was destroyed by fire in 
1872. 





Our item in the May 20th number 
about the surviving Pony Express rider, 
brought word from Merrill Palmerton 
of Buffalo that at the Odd Fellows home 
at Lockport, N. Y. resides George Brown 
who in 1874 “rode Pony Express between 
Bearmouth and Missoula City, Montana, 
for the Gillmore & Salybury Stage line.” 
The Pony Express which we referred to 
was of course the 1860-61 service about 
which so much is written. Until the 
advent of good roads it was not unusual 
for mail to be carried by horse on many 
routes. The Express Mail of the 1830s 
travelled in part by horse and for that 
matter the seal of the Post Office De- 
partment depicts a horse and rider, in- 
dicative of the commonest means in early 
days of transporting mails.
